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School drops subjects 
blaming f undin g issues

MAIDSTONE’s Oakwood Grammar 
School dropped four subjects from 
its curriculum earlier this week, 
saying that finances were too 
stretched to offer them. 

The school’s head teacher, Kevin 
Moody wrote to parents to inform 
them of the decision. 

In the letter the head teacher 
spoke of a ‘very bleak financial 
situation in the next few years’ 
blaming government for a failure 
to increase funding in line with the 
additional costs schools were being 
forced to bear. 

Mr Moody said in the letter: “All 
schools are faced with rising costs 
in National Insurance and 
employer pensions contributions as 
well as pay rises for teachers and 
support staff. 

“Unfortunately, our income has 
not seen any increase to mitigate 
for this, with the government 
currently pledging to protect the 
school budget in cash terms per 
pupil but no increases, unless of 
course there is a big expansion in 
pupil numbers.” 

The head teacher said that 


neither he nor the governing body 
envisaged any significant rise in 
pupil numbers from its current 
1,000 at the school. As a result, he 
said there had been ‘some very 
tough decisions’ being taken. 

Education expert Peter Read, 
who runs website Kentadvice.co. 
uk, said he agreed that changes to 
funding were problematic. He told 
KoS that grammar schools were 
being hit disproportionately hard. 

Mr Read said: “This isn’t the first 


grammar school in Kent to say it’s 
cutting back on subjects. 

“New funding arrangements 
from government have put sixth 
forms on an even funding footing 
with further education colleges. 
The problem is that sixth forms 
have to provide a full education 
programme, which colleges do not. 

“It has hit grammar schools 
particularly hard, because they 
tend to have a greater number of 
pupils who continue to sixth form.” 


It’s particularly sad because it’ll 
impact on students the most, and 
their welfare.” 

The school has called on parents 
to write to their MP to call for 
government to increase funding. 

Maidstone MP Helen Grant told 
KoS: “I am addressing this issue 
along with 110 other MPs in the 
Fair School Funding campaign. If 
successful this would certainly 
benefit Oakwood Park alongside 
many other Kent schools.” 


Report slams initiative 
by ambulance chiefs as 
poor for Kent’s patients 


AMBULANCE bosses have had to 
defend themselves again, after a 
report was released by NHS England 
criticising a project run earlier this 
year to decrease pressures on its 
service. 

The report - published by NHS 
England on Thursday - highlights 
failings at the South East Coast 
Ambulance Service NHS Foundation 
Trust (Secamb) which ran a project 
that bought its ambulances up to 10 
extra minutes by re-designating 
some emergency calls. 

The report says that in one case, 
the project had led to a ‘missed 
opportunity’ to improve the patient’s 
outcome. 

Secamb though, remains unre¬ 
pentant, stating it found no evidence 
less serious patients were harmed as 
a result of the project. It was carried 
out between December 2014 and this 
February, after the service suffered 
an ‘extremely busy period’. 

A South East Coast Ambulance 
Service spokesperson said: “South 


East Coast Ambulance Service 
introduced a process to deal with 
certain calls passed from 111 to the 
999 service. 

“There has been some suggestion 
that this resulted in less serious 
patients being harmed. We would 
like to make it clear that our 
investigations to date have found no 
evidence to support this suggestion.” 

Paul Sutton, chief executive of 
Secamb did admit that proper 
processes had not been followed. 

He said: “We recognise that the 
proper processes were not fully 
followed in setting up the pilot and 
we do apologise for this. The decision 
was made during a time of high 
patient demand and the pilot was 
undertaken to ensure that we were 
able to respond promptly to the most 
seriously ill patients during this time. 

“We fully accept the recommenda¬ 
tions in the NHS England report and 
have already started to act upon 
them. We are committed to being 
open and transparent.” 


Food and drink producers 
show off at global trade fair 


FOOD and drinks businesses got 
the chance to show off some of the 
county’s best produce at a major 
trade show in Germany. 

The group of 10 businesses 
exhibited at the Anuga fair, which 
brings together 150,000 of the 
industry’s biggest players. This 
year Kent County Council received 
a grant under the government’s 
GREAT UK Challenge Fund which 


helped fund the trip to promote 
Kent’s food and drinks industry. 

Cabinet member for economic 
development Mark Dance said: 

‘ ‘This visit was a great opportunity 
for Kent firms to experience one of 
the world’s largest food & drink 
trade fairs, gain market insight, 
make new international contacts 
and broaden their business into the 
export market.”

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Treasury must fund Op Stack solution says MP 


A GROUP of Kent MPs has lobbied chancellor George 
Osborne to set aside some cash to help fund a solution 
to Operation Stack. 

Canterbury’s Julian Brazier was part of the delega¬ 
tion which met with Mr Osborne. 

Mr Brazier said: “The Department for Transport has 
done a lot of great work over the summer in coopera¬ 


tion with Kent County Council to look for a solution. The 
Department now has a proposal to put to HM Treasury 
that will need funding. 

“The view of my Kent colleagues and I is that this 
project ought to be considered a national infrastructure 
project, given the very great impact that Operation 
Stack’s implementation has on the UK economy.” 


Council clamps down 
on HGV parking after 
‘scores of complaints’

HAULAGE industry body the Freight 
Transport Association has said that 
bans on lorry drivers parking in 
Shepway are unfair, and nothing 
more than a sign that new lorry 
parks are needed. 

The bans came into force on Mon¬ 
day, covering 19 separate areas 
which have been affected by rogue 
lorry drivers looking for a spot to 
rest. 

Shepway District Council intro¬ 
duced the new bans, stating that 
overnight lorry parking had caused 
obstruction, damage, noise and lit¬ 
ter leading to multiple complaints 
from locals. 

But the Tunbridge Wells-based 
FTA said the bans failed to address 
the causes of the lorries parking in 
the areas. 

FTA head of policy, Natalie Chap¬ 
man, told KoS: “We fully understand 
the problems that lorry parking can 
cause residents.

“The problem we have with these 
new bans is that if something like 
this is to be introduced, there must 
be proper lorry parking facilities for 
drivers who are legally required to 
take rest breaks. 


“If we’re doing nothing more than 
moving on tired drivers, the problem 
simply won’t go away. Instead it’ll 
just move down the road.” 

Ms Chapman said that instead of 
bans, there needed to be better facili¬ 
ties along both the M20 corridor, as 
well as the M2. 

The new ban will mean lorries are 
no longer allowed to park from mid¬ 
night to 7am in 16 streets in Folke¬ 
stone, the A20 at Sellindge, the A20 
Ashford Road near junction 11 and 
Farthing Common. Drivers will just 
get a warning for the first two weeks, 
but £70 fines will be in place after 
the period of grace. 

Malcolm Dearden, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for transport, said handing out 
fines alone would not solve the prob¬ 
lem of repeat offenders and the coun¬ 
cil wanted to apply to Kent County 
Council (KCC) for authority to clamp 
their vehicles. 

Cllr Dearden said: “KCC has asked 
us to wait until the end of a six- 
month clamping trial in Ashford be¬ 
fore we apply for delegated powers to 
clamp.”

Blind dumped 
dog wins the 
heart of couple 

A KIND couple have travelled over 500 
miles to rehome a blind dog after falling 
in love with it over Facebook. 

Life had taken a bleak turn for 
Delphine - a Springer Spaniel - when 
she was dumped in a remote lane in 
Maidstone earlier in the year. She had 
been tied to a pallet of bricks and left for 
dead. 

After her story was shared on social 
network Facebook, Wokingham couple 
John and Anne Hopkins just knew they 
needed to offer her a place in their 
home. 

Despite needing to make the 130-mile 
roundtrip to Kent’s Leybourne Animal 
Centre four times to build up Delphine’s 
confidence, the pair persevered and now 
have their new pet pooch at home with 
them. 

Mr Hopkins said: “It is incredible how 
quickly she has learned to trust us. 

“When we met her for the first time 
she was pacing around and when we 
touched her she flinched and was 
extremely nervous. 

“Delphine has gradually learned to 
relax with us. Her little tail never stops 
wagging now.” 

The RSPCA are now appealing to try 
and track down whoever dumped her in 
the country lane. Anyone with informa¬ 
tion should call 0300 123 8018. 


Councillor blasted for 
bullying behaviour 

TONBRIDGE and Mailing Borough Council has 
removed Mike Taylor from its planning committee 
after finding the councillor had ‘brought the 
council into disrepute’ 

The independent councillor was brought to 
book by his peers, who considered the recom¬ 
mendations of the council’s standards committee. 

Cllr Taylor - ward member for Borough Green 
and Long Mill - was found to have breached 
standards by using ‘inappropriate language’ and 
levying 'unfounded allegations’ against senior 
officers at the council which may have been 
personally and professionally damaging. 

However the panel found that Cllr Taylor had 
not ‘crossed the line’ by bullying staff. 

Janet Sergison, chairman of the standards 
hearing panel, said: “The panel took great pains 
to ensure a fair hearing and, given the decision 
reached, felt compelled to recommend these 
sanctions to council. The reputation of Tonbridge 
and Mailing Borough Council has been upheld.” 


Investors sought for 
solar farm project 

A COMMUNITY-owned solar energy company is 
trying to drum up investors for a share in the a solar 
farm which could raise up to £3 million for projects in 
the Swale and Medway area. 

Orchard Community Energy - the company 
behind the drive - is calling for investors to buy into a 
new solar farm before a government funding 
deadline later this month. 

The solar farm is in Iwade, Swale, and currently 
under construction. When completed it will generate 
5MW of electricity, enough to power 1,250 local 
homes. A community benefit fund projected to be 
worth £3 million is also planned. 

Penny Shepherd, chair of Orchard Community 
Energy, said: “The government has announced that 
eligibility for Enterprise Investment Scheme, which 
offers tax breaks of 30 per cent for investors, will be 
withdrawn in November when its Finance Bill 
receives Royal Assent. So we are urging investors to 
act quickly to get the maximum benefits of being part 
of Kent’s first community-owned solar farm.’ ’ 


Controversial expert 
to speak at university 

RENOWNED zoologist John Hanks will make his 
case for a legal trade in rhino horn at a talk at the 
Durrell Institute of Conservation and Ecology. 

The talk - which has been organised by the 
University of Kent - will see the professor defend the 
idea that if the trade was legalised it could help create 
a sustainable and long term future for rhinos. 

Professor Hanks gained a worldwide reputation for 
his work on countering aggressive poaching of rhinos 
- which has increased by 30 per cent over the past 
year. 

He advocated fighting the poachers with aggres¬ 
sive tactics known as Operation Crossbow which saw 
former members of the SAS take to the bush to tackle 
poaching. 

The talk will look to address the reasons why it is so 
difficult to stop poaching, and address the question of 
whether trade bans work. 

It will take place at 6pm on Thursday, November 
12, in the Wolfe Lecture Theatre on the University’s 
Canterbury campus. It is free for all to attend. 
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Blatter to burn at Edenbridge 
bonfire night this weekend

FIFA president Sepp Blatter was revealed as 
this year’s ‘guy’ for the Edenbridge Bonfire 
on Wednesday. 

More than 30 per cent of votes were cast 
for the suspended Fifa chief, who has been 
making the headlines following reports of 
corruption within football’s governing body. 

On Saturday, November 7, a torch lit pa¬ 
rade will start in the town, culminating in 
the bonfire, and burning of Mr Blatter’s 
effigy. 

As part of the procession through the 
town, local schools created elaborate carni¬ 
val floats and costumes, with around 500 
families and individuals joining in. 

But the tradition of burning an effigy of 
Guy Fawkes will take centre stage at the 
event dating from the Gunpowder Treason 
Plot of 1603. 

Jon Mitchell, from the Edenbridge Bonfire 
Society, said: “We’re hoping for a lot of at¬ 
tendants, the forecast is dry for the night. 

“Hopefully there will be a few thousand 
people there on the night.” 

Mr Blatter was the hot favourite to be an¬ 
nounced with bookmakers William Hill tak¬ 
ing bets at 6/4. Other top contenders had 
been Labour leader Jeremy Corbyn at 10/1 


and US presidential hopeful Donald Trump 
at 12/1 

Previous years have seen effigies of televi¬ 
sion personality Katie Hopkins and Tour de 
France drug cheat Lance Armstrong burn. 

The Lifa chief has been under fire in recent 
years, as football’s governing body has re¬ 
ceived a string of allegations of corruption. 

He was suspended from his position for 90 
days at the beginning of October, as an in¬ 
vestigation into corruption during his serv¬ 
ice gets under way. 


Potential candidates had included Kent 
based MEP and UKIP leader Nigel Parage, 
and 50 Shades of Grey author EL James, 
who studied at the University of Kent. 

The annual event is run by a team of 
around 100 people, nearly all of whom are 
local volunteers and receives sponsorship 
from local business to fund the night, as 
they attempt to raise money for charities in 
the local area. 

Tickets are available for Saturday from 
£3 for children and £7 for adults. 



Station death tragedy

“Sophie loved flowers, but had expressed a 
wish for any tributes to be made as donations to 
either Kent, Surrey and Sussex Air Ambulance 
service or Crohns and Colitis UK.”

MAIDSTONE and the Weald MP 
Helen Grant says she’s backing the 
demolition of a collection of 
buildings to enable development of 
a new community hub in 
Cranbrook. 

Proposals to redevelop the site 
will be discussed by Tunbridge 
Wells Borough Council’s planning 
committee this week. 

The Conservative MP says 
following a survey she conducted 
the backing of locals was obvious. 

Mrs Grant said: “I’ve known for 
years the strength of feeling about 
this situation but now we have it in 
writing. Such a huge majority must 
be heard by those who they elected 
to serve them.” 

The survey revealed a whopping 
94 per cent of those polled were in 
favour of demolishing the existing 


buildings to enable redevelopment 
while only 3.1 per cent wanted to 
preserve the existing buildings. 

TWBC’s Sean Holden said: “This 
survey by our MP shows that the 
people of Cranbrook think this 


development is absolutely the right 
thing for their town. 

“It will enable us to get a much 
needed community hub and it will 
clear away a mess at the heart of 
one Kent’s finest towns.” 


Hospital parking doubles 
as trust looks for cash 


PARKING charges for short 
stays at hospitals run by the 
East Kent Hospital University 
NHS Foundation Trust (Ekhuft) 
are set to double. 

The trust made the an¬ 
nouncement stating that its 
intention was to use the extra 
cash raised to provide better 
parking facilities at its hospitals 
in the east of the county. 

The trust is responsible for 
the William Harvey in Ashford, 
Queen Elizabeth The Queen 
Mother (QEQM) in Margate, the 
Kent and Canterbury Hospital, 
the Buckland in Dover and the 
Royal Victoria in Folkestone. 

The changes will mean that 
people parking in the hospital 
car parks for between 20 
minutes and three-hours will 
see an extra £1 added to the fee. 

The new prices started at all 


of the trust’s sites on Monday. 
As part of the announcement, 
the trust also said it was 
planning improvements to its 
car parks. 

These will come in the form 
of fresh new disabled parking 
facilities being added to each of 
the trust’s hospital car parks. 

It will also use some of the 
cash raised to add an extra 34 
patient or visitor spaces to its 
Kent and Canterbury hospital, 
which will be closer to its ‘1937 
Building’. 

A trust spokesman said: 
“With the trust owning and 
operating its car parks, it needs 
the income from these charges 
to ensure it can run, staff, 
maintain and invest in its car 
parks without the need to use 
money assigned for clinical 
care.”

A ROCHESTER mother will stand trial on 
February 1 accused of helping smuggle a 
haul of 22 assault rifles and nine machine 
pistols into the UK. 

Jennifer Katherine Arthy, 41, appeared at 
London’s Old Bailey on Monday denying the 
charge of importing guns.

Challenges ahead but property 
seeing strong growth in county 

Kent County Council’s leader Paul Carter says that while growth is good now the future of the county 
rests on ensuring there is enough funding for critical pieces of infrastructure reports Jamie Weir... 


G ROWTH is becoming 
more challenging due to 
demands for more infra¬ 
structure such as roads 
according to Kent County 
Council leader Paul Carter. 

The Tory councillor made his re¬ 
marks as this year’s Kent Property 
Market Report was published, which 
examines the county’s development 
picture and its prospects for the 
future. 

The report highlighted a ‘sharp in¬ 
crease’ in housebuilding over the last 
12 months, driven in part by an exo¬ 
dus of people from London as prices in 
the capital reach stratospheric levels. 

Cllr Carter said that KCC had been 
working alongside Medway Council, 
government, district council and oth¬ 
er partners from the private sector to 
come up with a solution to the costs of 
growth. 

The project, known as the Kent and 
Medway Growth Infrastructure 
Framework (GIF) had identified £6.74 
billion worth of infrastructure im¬ 
provements required to help with de¬ 
velopment over the next 16 years. 

Of that, there was a funding short¬ 
fall of £2.01 billion - something 
which could inhibit the county’s 
growth. 

Cllr Carter said: “The GIF is an in¬ 
credibly exciting opportunity for us 
to set the terms for infrastructure in 
Kent and Medway with government 
and the private sector. It tells a sober¬ 


ing story about the challenge we face 
in delivering growth, but it also gives 
us a unique chance to do something 
about it. 

“The growth challenge we face in 
Kent and Medway is significant - to 
deliver the approximately 160,000 
homes and more than 135,000 jobs 
that local authorities are planning 
across the area to 2031, there is a 
£6.74 billion bill for infrastructure, of 
which £2 billion is unfunded.” 

The property report highlighted 
one of the key projects as a solution to 
Operation Stack - something it said 
hadn’t helped with the perception of 
the county. 

Cllr Carter noted that there would 
be challenges to fill the cash deficit - 
something he said would require 
innovation. 

He said: “The resulting infrastruc¬ 
ture challenge is one that we face col¬ 
lectively across local authorities, the 
development industry, our communi¬ 
ties and national government. 

“The solution to this challenge will 
not come from the public sector 
alone, nor can we simply expect to get 
all of this from the industry; rather 
we need real innovation in how we 
work with the private sector and gov¬ 
ernment to get the most out of the re¬ 
sources we have, whilst introducing 
new ways of leveraging funding and 
capturing value from development. 

“We will be working with industry, 
public sector and communities to ere-

ate the best opportunity for quality 
communities across Kent and Med¬ 
way into the future.” 

While the future of the county’s 
property market is still causing head¬ 
aches for politicians, the current pic¬ 
ture is buoyant. 

The report found if London was re¬ 
moved, the south east led the coun¬ 
try’s residential property market in 
price growth with an 8.1 per cent in¬ 
crease. And Kent saw a huge jump, 
soaring by 10.4 per cent. More people 
are selling here too, with a 17 per 
cent increase in the number of flats 
and houses sold on the market. 

Caxtons Chartered Surveyors was 
one of the businesses which helped to 
produce the report. 

Its chairman, Ron Roser, said there 
had been continued improvement in 


the county’s property market over 
the last year. 

Mr Roser said: “Kent has mirrored 
other occupational office and indus¬ 
trial markets outside London in de¬ 
mand and rental growth. In turn, 
this has sustained investor interest, 
and when strong assets do come to 
the market there is increased interest 
and competition.” 

Housebuilding had boomed on a 
number of sites, with others - includ¬ 
ing Medway’s Lodge Hill and the Ebbs- 
fleet Garden City set to bring large 
scale delivery according to Mr Roser. 

He said: “Consumer confidence has 
fuelled the residential market with a 
promise of almost 27,000 new homes 
for the county. There is marked activ¬ 
ity on development sites across the 
county. This buoyancy has proved to 
be an impetus to major regeneration 
schemes with a strong residential 
component.” 

The chief executive of inward in¬ 
vestment agency, Locate in Kent - 
which also helped produce the report 
- Paul Wookey, said more emphasis 
needed to now be placed on getting 
commercial building happening. 

Mr Wookey said: “In terms of 
growth across the key sectors, this 
year’s property market report is one 
of the strongest in recent times. 

“A number of strands are coming to¬ 
gether now that make Kent particular¬ 
ly attractive to businesses, from Growth 
Deal funding to infrastructure 


projects and increased confidence. 

“But that all brings with it the key 
challenge of ensuring that new office, 
warehouse and industrial space is 
coming forward sufficiently quickly 
to meet the increased demand we are 
seeing for commercial property.” 

It was a sentiment Mr Roser agreed 
with, saying commercial property 
needed a boost. Despite the need for 
more commercial development 
though, this year has seen the return 
of growth in office rentals. It’s the first 
time there has been growth since the 
2008 financial crisis began. That in¬ 
dicates more businesses opening, or 
relocating to Kent. 

Retail properties also took a step 
forward, with growth in the sector 
following five years of falling rents as 
high streets across the county 
dwindled. 

Mr Roser said: “There is compara¬ 
tively slower growth in the retail sec¬ 
tor with limited rental improvement 
but business parks are experiencing a 
resurgence and in many cases, old of¬ 
fice and dated office stock has been 
refreshed and converted to much 
needed residential dwellings. 

“In general, improving infrastruc¬ 
ture and on-going regeneration has 
positively and directly benefitted 
Kent, presenting us with many more 
opportunities than in the recent past. 
This year’s report reflects the buoy¬ 
ancy across the industry and it is wel¬ 
comed by all.”

More work to do as figures reveal 
one-in-four do not earn living wage

W ITH the cost of liv¬ 
ing rising, the gov¬ 
ernment’s George 
Osborne has said he 
wants to see more 
employers increasing workers’ wages, 
yet this week it was revealed that one- 
in-four of the county’s workers earns 
less than the National Living Wage 
(NLW). 

Auditing and accountancy firm 
KPMG released the statistics as NLW 
week began on Monday, aiming to 
highlight the number of workers who 
still earn under the sum. 

Currently £8.25 an hour, the NLW 
is set by an independent body and - 
unlike the minimum wage - is volun¬ 
tary for employers to sign up to. 

The latest figures show that across 
the county, 25 per cent of people take 
home less than the wage for the work 
they do. It fails to compare favourably 
with the rest of the UK, which has an 
average of 23 per cent who earn less 
than the NLW. 

Some pockets of the county are 
worse than others, with Shepway, 
Gravesham and Thanet topping the 
list for the largest number of workers 
working for less than the NLW.

Gravesham and Shepway each have 
32 per cent of their workforce who 
earn less than the wage, while Than¬ 
et - traditionally an area which has 
struggled with deprivation - sees 36 
per cent of its workforce taking home 
less than the NLW. 

The failure to encourage more em¬ 
ployers to pay the NLW is something 
Medway’s Labour group leader, Vince 
Maple, says is outrageous. 

Cllr Maple told KoS: “There are 
people who are currently living on a 
knife-edge right now, in real trouble 
and having to go to charities to help 
them. 

“It’s a very disappointing fact that 
there are still companies which aren’t 
paying their workers the national liv¬ 
ing wage. With the cost of living in¬ 
creasing every day, something needs 
to be done to help these struggling 
workers.” 

It is a thorny issue as although gov¬ 
ernment has said employers should 
start bumping up pay packets as the 
economy gets stronger, business says 
it could stifle growth across the UK. 

John Allan heads up the Federation 
of Small Business which lobbies on 
behalf of smaller organisations. 

He said: “The UK economy has 
been performing well, but we should 
not allow this to make us complacent.

Businesses worked hard to weather 
the financial crisis, keeping on staff 
despite pressure to cut headcounts. 
Now times are better we know mem¬ 
bers are beginning to raise wages and 
take on new staff. 

“Over half of our members already 
pay their staff above the voluntary 
Living Wage, but those that don’t are 
often operating in highly competitive 
sectors with very tight margins. In 
many of these industries, the only 
sustainable way to deliver real long 
term wage growth is to improve pro¬ 
ductivity. Without improved produc¬ 
tivity there is a real risk that higher 
North & West 


enforced statutory wages will lead to 
fewer jobs being created, fewer hours 
for existing staff and, unfortunately 
in some cases, to job losses.” 

That’s an argument which David 
Bywater, senior partner at KPMG in 
the south east, says has been roundly 
debunked. 

He said: “For some time it was easy 
for businesses to hide behind the ar¬ 
gument that increased wages hit 
their bottom line, but there is ample 
evidence to suggest the opposite - in 
the shape of higher retention and 
higher productivity. It may not be 
possible for every business, but it is 
certainly not impossible to explore 
the feasibility of paying the Living 
Wage.” 

Wage rises due to growth in the 
economy, say South Thanet MP Craig 
Mackinlay, will help to ensure his 
constituency - currently well below 
the national average - starts seeing 
real wage growth in the future. 

Mr Mackinlay told KoS: “The statu¬ 
tory increase which the chancellor 
announced earlier this year will help 
get workers from across the area a 
much needed pay rise. We are also 
seeing real improvements in job crea¬ 
tion in the area, with places like Dis¬ 
covery Park working hard to boost 
the economy. I’m also working to re¬ 


generate the port at Ramsgate, and 
am working to bring back the high 
quality jobs which were lost from 
Manston Airport when it was shut 
down.” 

That statutory rise though, isn’t 
going to help people who are strug¬ 
gling due to various pressures ac¬ 
cording to Cllr Maple. 

He told KoS: “People not getting 
enough money in their pay packet 
isn’t in isolation. There are other is¬ 
sues, with tax credit cuts still hang¬ 
ing over people, and in Medway the 
council is currently consulting on 
cutting council tax relief. 

“That would mean people in the 
area, already struggling, were hit 
with an increase in their council tax 
payments. The rate, being 35 per cent 
of council tax being paid by these res¬ 
idents, would be the highest in the 
country.” 

Mr Bywater agreed, saying more 
now needed to be done to help 
workers. 

He said: “With the cost of living still 
high the squeeze on household fi¬ 
nances remains acute, meaning that 
the reality for many is that they are 
forced to live hand to mouth. 

“The figures show that there is still 
more to be done if we are to eradicate 
in work poverty.”

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Dancing with 
no fear: The 
railway town 
with high brow 
ambitions 

Hidden away in the heart of Ashford is an 
internationally-renowned performance dance 
company with big plans for the future...

S AT just back from the River Stour 
and a strong-armed stone’s throw 
from the Ashford International train 
station sits the town’s leisure centre. 
Today, the Stour Centre is a glass- 
fronted, modern building. The original com¬ 
plex, replaced in part at least in 2007 after a 
£14.6m redevelopment - bolted onto the side 
of the civic centre - remains. 

Where the busy entrance once stood is now 
closed to the public - a somewhat deserted 
wing of a building which used to resound to 
the sound of excitable children and the scent of 
swimming pool chlorine. 

But take the winding ramp up to the new 
foyer and instead of heading right to the swim¬ 
ming pool with its flumes, modern gym with 
treadmills and the trimmings, take a sharp left 
and you access the old building. 

It’s far from the shiny polished surfaces and 
bright lights which welcome visitors in the 
modern extension. 

Instead there is a gloom which hangs in the 
air like a fog. Everywhere cries out for a lick of 
paint; a little tender loving care. 

As you rise up a flight of stairs - formerly the 
route from the main reception - there is an of¬ 
fice lurking in what was once the cafeteria. 

Here 21st century life splashes back into be¬ 
ing - a quiet but industrial room where a 
small but dedicated team hammer 
keyboards, leaf through paperwork 
and deal with the day-to-day busi¬ 
ness of one of the world’s most 
celebrated cultural organi¬ 
sations. 

Ashford, with the very 
best will in the world, is not 
and never has been a cultur¬ 
al hotspot. There was a spell in 
the early 1990s when work for 
the high speed rail link sliced 
through it, when it didn’t even 
have a cinema to its name as its 
long time movie house made way 
for a multi-storey car park. 

Today, it has a little more to of¬ 
fer. The Revelations St Mary - a 
town centre church which dou¬ 
bles up as a performance space 
- has created if not a beating 
heart, then at least a pulse of 
culture. 


Yet inside the forgotten side of the Stour 
Centre is the Jasmin Vardimon Company - an 
organisation which while perhaps not mean¬ 
ing much to the average man on the street, is a 
very big name indeed in the world of perform¬ 
ance dance. 

It is, perhaps, one of the county’s most sig¬ 
nificant purveyors of original, often challeng¬ 
ing, modern dance. 

On the floor beneath its office, it rents a 
high-ceilinged performance space. A visit dur¬ 
ing rehearsal will greet the visitor with boom¬ 
ing music and the sight of well-toned bodies 
writhing across the sprung floor in dramatic, 
tightly choreographed, style. 

The space on which they cavort is designed 
to match the stage size of London’s acclaimed 
dance theatre Sadler’s Wells. 

And it is here the world’s most polished 
dancers will jet in to rehearse shows which 
will tour the world - normally to great critical 
acclaims. 

Not, perhaps, the first thing you from a 
town famed for its railway heritage. 

Yet for the past three and a bit years the Jas¬ 
min Vardimon Company - named and led by 
the acclaimed Israeli-born dancer and associ¬ 
ate artist at Sadler’s Wells - has called Ashford 
its home. And Ashford, in exchange, has loud¬ 
ly proclaimed to anyone who will listen about 
how it is the base of such a high-brow artistic 
organisation. 

“There are two very straight for¬ 
ward reasons we moved to Ash¬ 
ford,” explains executive direc¬ 
tor Ian Ross who heads up the 
business side of the opera¬ 
tion, “the connectivity to 
London and to Europe. I 
can go to a meeting in Lon¬ 
don or Paris and still get 
back here for an afternoon 
of work.

“Plus we tour so much to Europe 
and our creative teams comes from 
London so that was the number one 
reason. The second reason is the re¬ 
ception we got from the council. 

“I think the council was keen to 


have tenants here and was looking 
for an international profile. I think 
Ashford Borough Council saw it as 
more of a statement of intent. 

“From a creative perspective, give 
us the space and we can make the en¬ 


ergy. The local authority support 
makes it work - they want us here. 

Ms Vardimon herself says the gap 
between the capital and the town lets 
creative juices flow. 

She told KoS: “It is exactly the right 


distance from the capital; close 
enough but far enough away for new 
ideas - it’s a fertile ground for fresh 
ideas.” 

When a production is under way 
she’ll be in Ashford every day for 


months at a time. Dancers from Spain 
and Japan have recently relocated to 
the town after working here, and in 
the build-up to the big shows dozens 
of dancers, producers and other will 
rent homes in the town - all of which 
ploughs money into the local 
economy. 

Not that there is no expense to the 
wider taxpayer. 

The company receives some 
£289,000 a year between 2015-18

from the Arts Council, ploughing the 
money into its creative process while 
constantly touring the world with a 
number of productions, generating 
ticket receipts as it goes. 

It insists it has “paid its way since 
day one” in terms of renting out the 
space through the Ashford Leisure 
Trust - the organisation which runs 
the Stour Centre site on behalf of the 
council. 

And certainly the council is a keen 
supporter with its leader Gerry Clark¬ 
son speaking of the town’s “pride” in 
hosting the company. 

Yet while it has big plans - it wants 
to set up a ‘laboratory’ uniting vari¬ 
ous strands of the arts to produce a 
centre of excellence, Ms Vardimon 
admits there is a chance it may not 
remain in the town. 

“Our ambition for the future is a 
cultural hub where different disci¬ 
plines, art, technology and design 
can collaborate and explore together; 
to promote creative study and 
research. 

“I’d hope within two to three years 
we would be in a position to have that 
open. 

“There are different discussions 
and plans and no definite decision as 
to where it would be. We’d like to stay 
in Kent, hopefully in Ashford, we’re 
talking to different partners about 
where to locate it.” 

While unlikely to impact much on 
townsfolk, its departure would be a 
big blow to the council, which holds it 
up as a shining example to other out¬ 
side investors of the town’s broaden¬ 
ing appeal as a business location 
across diverse sectors. 

For now though, it is fully focused 
on continuing to produce compelling 



the faint-hearted. But neither is it 
something which necessarily is going 
to be plucking Kent’s finest and 
putting them on the route to success, 
given the incredible competition for 
places. 

Although it does hope to fire the 
imagination of many who want to 
pursue a career in the expressive arts. 

“There are no CAT (Certificate for 
Advanced Training) dance centres in 
Kent,” explains Ms Vardimon, a 
strong voice and supporter of young 
talent in the highly competitive in¬ 
dustry, “and a lot of the young danc¬ 
ers have to travel to London so poten¬ 
tially by offering something in 
Ashford to develop and support 
young people that is one of the key 
things we want to be able to offer.”

thing and working with Ashford 
Youth Theatre, using their space.” 

It is, like so many arts organisa¬ 
tions, keen to remind the taxpayer - 
who subsidises it - that it is more than 
just an elite organisation playing to 
high brow audiences. 

The Arts Council funding, Mr Ross 
says, does not cover the expenses of 
creating its major productions and 
the army of people who work on 
them or the logistics involved in ship¬ 
ping a production around the world. 

Thus it is having to look at increas¬ 
ing and enhancing its revenue 
streams. There is, however, a limit, as 
he explains. 

“We will make the company as self- 
sustaining as possible, but the arts 
_will always require subsidiary. I’ll 
®jfput the business case but argue for 
W investment in the arts.” 

Certainly the arts will be looking 
on with keen interest to the chancel¬ 
lor’s spending review next month 
when the government sets out its 
spending plans. Many would consid¬ 
er the arts an easy target for cuts 
when so many public services are 
creaking. 

Says Mr Ross: “We are, and always 
will be the, the added value and that 
applies to all the arts. But I think 
that’s much greater than it once was. 
It’s not just a two-hour performance. 
We’ve been charged as a company to 
take more responsibility but I don’t 
think it’s a God given right we receive 
that money.” 

And with George Osborne’s repu¬ 
tation for cost-cutting is it hopeful 
existing funding for the sector will 
stay? 

“I have a hope,” Ms Vardimon says. 
Clearly a polished politician to add to 
her list of talents.

As we pause to think about the many who have lost their lives serving the 
country, Chris Murphy ponders on the sacrifice of ‘the Few’ in 1940 and the 
memorial to their bravery in the skies over the county... 



A S THEY pause for 

thought during the Re¬ 
membrance Day services 
and parades, the trus¬ 
tees of the National Me¬ 
morial to the Few at Capel-le-Ferne 
will be reflecting on a very special 
year. 

It was a year that saw the latest ad¬ 
dition to a site that has become a 
place of pilgrimage for those who 
wish to reflect on the sacrifices made 
by the heroes of the RAF in 1940. 

The Wing is the Battle of Britain 
Memorial Trust’s new visitor centre, 
opened by Her Majesty the Queen 
with His Royal Highness the Duke of 
Edinburgh earlier this year. 

Since that wet and windswept 
March day, close to 50,000 visitors 
from all over the country - and over¬ 
seas - have visited this remarkable 
memorial to the men who protected 
this country from invasion 75 years 
ago. 

The trustees committed themselves 
to the project to build The Wing back 
in 2010, during the 70th anniversary 


of the Battle of Britain and their vi¬ 
sion was supported wholeheartedly 
by many of ‘the Few’ who fought in 
the skies above Kent. 

“We realised during the 70th anni¬ 
versary what a fantastic resource we 
had in the veterans, who could hold a

room spellbound with their tales,” 
said trust chairman Richard Hunting 
CBE. 

“But even as we realised what a 
fantastic job they made of telling the 
story, we had to acknowledge that 
they would not be with us forever. 


“We knew that the time was com¬ 
ing when they would no longer be 
here to tell the stories of heroism and 
sacrifice that mark the Battle of Brit¬ 
ain and that we had to come up with 
an alternative.” 

The trust made a conscious deci¬ 
sion to try to complete the building in 
time for the 75th anniversary of the 
Battle - and achieved the target with 
only a tiny amount of public funding. 

“Apart from a £250,000 contribu¬ 
tion from the fines levied on the banks 
as a result of the LIBOR scandal, the 
entire £3.5m cost of building and fit¬ 
ting out The Wing came from public 
donations,” explained Mr Hunting. 

The impressive Wing includes The 
Scramble Experience, an audio-visu¬ 
al extravaganza that sets out to bring 
the battle to life. 

“We believe that the high-tech, 
hands-on experience The Wing offers 
is the next best thing to hearing 
about the events of 10 July to 31 Octo¬ 
ber directly from one of the Few,” said 
the chairman. 

The centrepiece of the Scramble Ex¬ 


perience is a video wall featuring an 
entirely new film created for the trust 
to highlight the action and emotions

“Flying a Hurri¬ 
cane was much easi¬

Mr Hunting added: 
“Sadly Bob did not live 
long enough to attend 
the opening of The Wing, but six of 
his former colleagues were there to 
meet The Queen and Prince Philip 
and all of them said how impressed 
they were with what has been creat¬ 
ed in their name.” 

The Scramble Experience is housed 
in the lefthand ‘wing’ of the building, 
designed by Folkestone architectural 
practice Godden Allen Lawn in the 
shape of a Spitfire wing, complete 
with that instantly recognisable an¬ 
gle of the wings. 

The other wing houses an educa¬ 
tion centre which has already been 
used by a number of schools keen to 
visit the experience. 

The young visitors can compete 
worksheets supplied by the trust or 
follow their own lesson plan. 

“While the experience is an excit¬ 
ing place to visit, our goal is always to 
educate current and future genera¬ 
tions, and that is why we included a 
purpose-built education centre as 
part of The Wing,” said Mr Hunting.

Attendances at The Wing and at 
the site as a whole have outstripped 
expectations and the trust is working 
hard to make sure that the momen¬ 
tum continues once this 75th anni¬ 
versary year has drawn to a close. 

While The Wing is the newest part 
of the site it is by no means the most 
important. The central Memorial, 
unveiled in 1993 by Her Majesty 
Queen Elizabeth the Queen Mother, is 
an inspiring statue of a seated air¬ 
man, looking out over the Channel. 

The airman wears an Irvin flying 
jacket which hides his nationality, his 
trade and his rank. Is he an officer 
with half a dozen kills to his name or 
an NCO from overseas who failed to 
return from his first sortie? No-one 
knows - but his contribution is recog¬ 
nised. 

The same equal treatment applies 
to the names of the almost 3,000 men 
whose names are listed alphabetical¬ 
ly on the Christopher Foxley-Norris 
Memorial Wall without rank or 
medals. 

The wall - which lists the names of 
all those who took part, including 
those who are still with us - has fa¬ 
mous names like that of Douglas Bad¬ 
er alongside the names of those who 
are not so well known, but who were 
just as brave and are equally worthy 
of respect. 

The site also includes life-sized rep¬ 
licas of a Mkl Spitfire and Mkl Hur¬ 
ricane, the aircraft most associated 
with the Battle of Britain - the con¬ 
flict which changed the course of the 
war and preserved this island as a 
springboard for the re-taking of Eu¬ 
rope in 1944. 
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• How county cared for wounded 

The Great War claimed the lives of many but it also left many injured and scarred both mentally and 
physically - Chris Murphy looks at how the county played its part in caring for the wounded... 



A S the horrific reality of the 
First World War dawned 
on the public, it was clear 
the avalanche of wound¬ 
ed troops needed some¬ 
where safe to recuperate and Kent was 
an obvious choice. 

Our proximity to the slaughter and 
injury of millions of men on the battle 
fields of the continent meant buildings 
were suddenly needed in large num¬ 
bers to be used as hospitals. 

These became known as Voluntary 
Aid Detachments (VAD)- as the toll of 
wounded became ever larger, these 
buildings needed to be too. 

Helen Basford is the archivist at the 
Powell Cotton Museum and a member 
of the Kent Archaeological Society. She 
is also Kent’s leading expert on our role 
during wartime. 

She told us: “The volunteers who 
worked in these hospitals kept our war 
effort going. Their dedication was sec¬ 
ond to none, and the sheer numbers 
that turned out to help were incredi¬ 
ble.” 

Kent accommodated far more 
wounded soldiers than any other Eng¬ 
lish county, and by the end of the war 
our VAD hospitals had cared for 
125,000 patients, which was some 
30,000 more than anywhere else. 

These hospitals were set up in any 
available space from village halls to 
mansion homes and even private 


houses on occasion. 

The War Office did pay a daily allow¬ 
ance for each patient, but most of the 
money needed for supplies was raised 
with traditional local community fund 
raising events like fetes and fairs. 

Mrs Basford said: “People also hand¬ 
ed over equipment as well as their 
homes. 

“At Quex Park near Birchington, 
Major Percy Powell Cotton gave his 
home for use as a hospital and his own 
domestic staff did the cooking and 
laundry. 

“It started with a telegram arriving 
in October 1914 saying the house was 
needed to house 27 wounded Belgian 
soldiers who arrived just four hours 
later at the small country house. Even¬ 
tually, it had a capacity of 45 over three 
wards.” 

It certainly had a grand appearance. 

Mrs Basford said: “For example, A’ 
Ward was set up in the lovely drawing 
room which was a ground floor Victo¬ 
rian extension to the original house 
and furnished in oriental style. 

“The walls were decorated with pan¬ 
els of Kashmir walnut made especially 
for the room.” 

The Powell Cotton family, including 
three young children, moved out of the 
main house and into a staff cottage 
called The Bothy in order to provide 
maximum space for the wounded. 

Mrs Basford said: “Its success rate 


was excellent and, over the course of 
the war, it eventually received a total of 
1,241 men including those from Aus¬ 
tralian, Belgium and Canada, plus of 
course British troops. Of all those, just 
three died.” 

She says Quex Park hospital was 
staffed by Kent Voluntary Aid Detach¬ 
ment 178 (Birchington) whose com¬ 
mandant was Mrs H B Powell Cotton. 

“The medical officer was a local gen¬ 
eral practitioner, Dr H E Worthington. 
A matron and a small staff of profes¬ 
sional nurses were assisted by the vol¬ 
unteers of the detachment, she said. 

“One of the early patients, a Belgian 
called Camille who was dumb from a 
thorax wound stayed on as an orderly 
throughout the war. 

“Another volunteer was Australian 
writer Mary Marlowe who described 
some of her experiences at Quex in a 
later autobiography.” 

It wasn’t the only VAD in the area - 
Thanet had six more in Westgate, Mar¬ 
gate, Broadstairs and Ramsgate and 
received many patients direct from 
overseas. 

“Major Powell Cotton served as the 
area’s transport officer, assisted by Mr 
D T Milne of Margate and members of 
local men’s Voluntary Aid Detach¬ 
ments. Through the generosity of five 
local gentlemen six private cars were 
converted into ambulances, two of 
these were Major Powell Cotton’s 


own vehicles,” said Mrs Basford. 

The early 19th century house re¬ 
mained in use as a VAD hospital until 
January 1919. 

Mrs Basford said: “Local people were 
incredible generous and almost 30 pri¬ 
vate cars were made available to carry 
patients who were able to sit. 

“The vehicle owners also generously 
paid all the running expenses from 
their own pockets.” 

Transport to the many Kent VADs 
was key to their success, and at one 
point there were 160 convoys of 4,069 
cot cases and 4,769 sitting cases being 
moved from local train stations to the 
various hospitals. 

“Logistics must have been a night¬ 
mare, but Major Powell Cotton advised 
the commanding officer, Dover Disem¬ 
barkation Office, daily of the number of 


vacant beds in Thanet,” said Mrs Bas¬ 
ford. 

“The major kept a diary and regu¬ 
larly recorded the time taken to trans¬ 
port all the patients to the local hospi¬ 
tals from the stations.” 

Other grand homes used included 
Hayle Place, near Maidstone, which 
was lent to the war effort by Earl Rom¬ 
ney. During its time as a hospital, 
2,230 patients passed through its walls 
until 1919. 

Built in the mid 18th century, Lord 
Romney didn’t hesitate in handing 
over his home to the war effort and it 
became known as Kent 14. The master 
bedroom was Ward 6, the drawing 
room was Ward 2 and the Blue Room 
became Ward 10. 

Staff were swapped with the VAD at 
nearby Mereworth and the Howard de

Walden Institute and once 
more locals were vital in rais¬ 
ing funds and providing lin¬ 
ens and kitchen supplies and 
even a croquet set. 

Another building used 
was Great Hermitage in 
Higham which was run by 
members of Kent VAD 16, 
Higham. 

It used to be a Jesuit Col¬ 
lege run by a Belgian frater¬ 
nity. With the outbreak of 
war, the premises were hand¬ 
ed over. To keep it running, 
locals handed over bed linen, 
towels, clothes and other use¬ 
ful items. 

Volunteers made enough 
room initially for 60 patients, 
but with work, this was en¬ 
larged to 100 and incredibly, 
an operating theatre was 
added in 1917. It remained 
active until 30th June 1919. 

Bidborough Court in 
Speldhurst was a grand 
home that lay empty until it 
was taken over by Kent 74 as 
a VAD hospital. 

It quickly became a model 
unit that started work in Oc¬ 
tober 1914 with 50 beds. 

— It was a time when antibi- 


otics were not available so 
the battle against infections 
and diseases was ceaseless. 

Wounds like those suffered 
by the men in the trenches 
had never been seen before, 
and now volunteers were 
expected to treat them in 
makeshift hospital in village 
halls. 

The NHS in Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells, said: 
“Many soldiers had gangrene 
and trench foot which often 
meant amputation, there 
was the effects of gas attacks, 
trench fever caused by infect¬ 
ed lice and, of course, trau¬ 
matic injuries caused by bul¬ 
lets and exploding shells. 

“The constant bombard¬ 
ment and horrendous condi¬ 
tions also led to shell shock - 
a poorly understood 
condition for which most 
military commanders had 
little patience.”

The Kent Savers Credit Union has issued some 
advice to help people make their money last this 
festive season...

The Kent Savers Credit Un¬ 
ion is offering short-term fi¬ 
nancial help to its members 
this Christmas, to help them 
cover the costs and ease the 
pressure that family budgets 
might face. 

It is estimated that families 
usually spend some £1,000 
over the festive season, with 
some turning to pay day 
lenders or using credit cards 
to meet these high costs.

CANTERBURY 
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‘Desert’ site sold 
to energy giant 
at Dungeness

P OWER giant EDF 
Energy announced 
on Tuesday that it 
was snapping up 
what has been de¬ 
scribed as ‘Britain’s only 
desert’ in Dungeness. 

The owner of nuclear power 
plant Dungeness B which 
neighbours the site - known 
as the Dungeness Estate - an¬ 
nounced that it had ex¬ 
changed contracts to buy the 
area after it was first put on 
the market back in August. 

At the time it was said to be 
attracting international in¬ 
terest with one insider saying 
the ‘phones were going crazy’ 
as investors flocked to buy a 
unique area. 

It was placed on the market 
with a minimum valuation of 
£1.5 million sparking further 
interest from eager bargain 
hunters. 

But Strutt & Parker, the es¬ 
tate agents tasked with sell¬ 
ing the unique property, said 
it was good to have a buyer al¬ 
ready in the area. 

Will Whittaker, who over¬ 
saw the deal for Strutt & Park¬ 
er, said: “Despite the great in¬ 
terest generated from around 
the world, the trustees and 
Strutt & Parker are delighted 
to have agreed a sale to a 
neighbour who is already fa¬ 
miliar with and committed to 
the area.” 

Billed as a sale of an ‘ex¬ 
traordinary and incompara¬ 
ble landscape of international 
importance’ the site’s 468 
acres form a large chunk of 
the shingle peninsula which 
juts out of the county’s south¬ 
ern coastline near Lydd. 


The railway station and 
lighthouse weren’t a part of 
the sale, but a number of fa¬ 
mous features were. 

Of those, the tiny cottage 
home of famous artist and 
film director Derek Jarman 
was included. Mr Jarman died 
after going into hiding at the 
coastal retreat in 1994, but 
the building still attracts 
many visitors to the area. 

Birdwatchers and environ¬ 
mentalists are also keen to 
seek out the site due to the es¬ 
tate being designated a Na¬ 
tional Nature Reserve, Special 
Area of Conservation and Site 
of Special Scientific Interest 
(SSSI) due to its importance to 
the environment. 

EDF Energy says it is com¬ 
mitted to maintaining the ar¬ 
ea’s unique environment, 
stating that it will work with 
the local community and spe¬ 
cial interest groups to ensure 
it’s managed correctly. 

Martin Pearson, station di¬ 
rector at Dungeness B, said: 
“We’re delighted to be the 
purchasers of the estate and 
want to reassure the commu¬ 
nity that it is our intention to 
be a responsible owner of the 
land. 

“Dungeness B has been a 
huge part of the community 
for over 30 years and we will, 
as always, continue to work 
alongside the local communi¬ 


ty and other local 
stakeholders. 

“We don’t have all the detail 
yet, but rest assured we will 
continue to manage the land 
responsibly, taking the needs 
of local stakeholders and resi¬ 
dents into account. Our first 
priority is to familiarise our¬ 
selves more with the estate, 
and to meet with key local 
stakeholders including, 
amongst others, residents, 
Natural England and Romney 
Marsh Countryside Partner¬ 
ship. We will then be able to 
determine in more detail how 
we manage the estate in line 
with its special nature. 

“We’ve always worked 
alongside the local communi¬ 
ty to preserve and enhance 
this unique environment and 
EDF Energy is committed to 
this.” 

The company has a solid 
track record of helping en¬ 
courage biodiversity, with its 
Dungeness site picking up the 
Wildlife Trust’s Biodiversity 
Benchmark Certification. 

That was something the 
Dungeness Estate said was 
critical for sealing the deal. 

Maurice Ede, a trustee for 
the estate, said: “The family 
trust that owns the estate was 
created in 1964. During the 
trust’s tenure, management 
has been aimed at preserving 
this unique and spectacular 
property. 

“It is often said that this dis¬ 
tinctive and undisturbed 
landscape is unlike any other 
part of the United Kingdom. I 
have known it intimately for 
40 years and never fail to be 
moved by it on my regular visits. 

“After the decision was 
made to sell the estate it was 
important the purchaser 
would have the ability, track 
record and correct intentions 
of maintaining an estate such 
as this and we are very happy 
to be passing that responsibil¬ 
ity to EDF Energy.” 

The company says that le¬ 
gal completion will now take 
place, with EDF Energy be¬ 
coming responsible for man¬ 
aging the land only.

M ILTON Jones, the 

king of the one-liner 
and Mock the Week 
regular, is back and 
ending his current 
tour at the Dartford Orchard. 

The man who can cram in up to 
250 gags a night is stringing the 
quips together into a broader story, 
one that sees him take on the 
mantle of Indiana Jones, don the 
hat and set off on a madcap 
journey into surrealist comedy. 

We caught up with him to talk 
about big hair, bad shirts and his 
new direction. 

Your tour is called The Temple of 
Daft. Why? 

Basically, previous tours have 
been lots of jokes in different forms, 
but basically lots of jokes. This is 
more of a story, more like one of my 
radio shows. It loosely, and I say 


loosely, follows a kind of adven¬ 
ture-archaeology type story. It 
started off with me noticing that I 
had the same surname as Indiana 
Jones, and it has all transpired 
from there. 

Do you wear a hat? Do you have 
a whip? 

I do wear a hat at one point, not 
for the whole thing, ‘cause then 
people would never see my hair. 

How do you prepare for a tour? 

Anything that I have written 
during this tour will go in to the 
next tour. I’m amassing jokes 
from the moment my last tour 
begins, and then once it finishes, I 
begin to go to little out of the way 
places to test them. Generally 
speaking, the further you travel, 
the more pleased they are to see 
you. I will go with bits of paper 


and ideas, and it will be throwing 
mud against a wall and seeing 
what sticks. Eventually I’ll 
accrue enough material to do 
try-outs nearer home. So, it’s a trial 
and error process from the 
beginning of 

that. Years ago I started as an 
actor, and I’d quite like to 
incorporate more of it. For 
instance, previously the footprint 
of the tour has been I’ve gone on 
and done 15 minutes as a 
character, and then there’s a 
support act, and then I do the 
whole second half. There’s a 
different character this tour. 
Previously, I’ve done my granddad, 
but this will be my great-uncle, Sir 
Randolph Digby Jones. He’s an 
explorer, I quite like warming the 
audience up with an obscure 
character to begin with, then 
making it more of a show. 


A lot of your comedy is quite 
word based - can you just come 
up with it? 

No. It’s all about writing as 
much as you can, and then taking 
the top 10 per cent. There’s lots of 
stuff I’ve discarded. The new show 
will have between 200 and 250 
jokes, probably, but that doesn’t 
mean that’s all I’ve written; I’ve 
written another 100 that I’ve put 
in the bin, at least another 100, 
probably, maybe three times as 
much, and that’s the hard work. 
Even after all this time, I’m 
thinking I have just written the 
best joke ever, and I go and do it 
and it just doesn’t work - however, 
the thing I improvise off the back of 
it does work. But, I wouldn’t have 
got to that place had I not tried the 
first one.

A lot of your stuff is family 
friendly, and you're sometimes 
called a Christian comedian - 
do you think that hy going 
against the flow it's served you 
rather well? 

Yes, although it’s not a con¬ 
scious effort: I’m not thinking 
how can I be different to this. I’m 
just doing what I would find funny 
myself, hopefully. And I think it is 
true that I get a very wide 
demographic, as a result, coming 
to my tours, because... it’s partly 
having done Mock The Week and 
Radio 4, those two ends of the 
human life scale. And it’s kind of 
accessible in a way that people 
feel happy to come as entire 
families, which is great to look at. 
It gives a slightly pantomime feel 
to a tour show because I know 
that there are grandparents who 
come with their grandchildren. I 
like that idea, it feels less niche and 
I quite often have to explain 
things, or a child will put their 
hand up and ask a question 
during a show, or it’s clear that 
some grandparents have brought 
some other grandparents with 
them. 


And finally, we have to ask 
- where do you get your shirts 
from? 

Usually retro shops around 
about. It’s tricky with shirts 
because people think, ‘Oh zany 
shirt! ’ but actually the zaniest of 
shirts is too much. What I like are 
shirts that people go, ‘Oh that 
looks... hang on, is that good or 
bad?’ It needs to be quite subtle, in 
a way, and I’ve got 100s of them. 


But yes, they are usually from 
Oxfam or retro shops where the 
old lady says, ‘Oh, that looks just 
you, that does,’ and they’ve no idea 
who I am.

I F you work in an enclosed space 
with lots of other people, use 
public transport, or regularly 
hang around with people who 
do, then chances are you’re go¬ 
ing to get at least one cold at some 
point this winter. 

Of course, there are things that can 
help (or make us feel like we’re trying) 
to ward off the germs - and that 
doesn’t just mean spritzing the anti¬ 
bacterial hand gel and popping vita¬ 
mins. 

Here are six less common methods 
for beating the seasonal sniffles: 
DRINK CAMOMILE TEA 
People who drink camomile tea have 
high levels of the anti-inflammatory 
hippurate, which can ease cold 
symptoms. Plus, the herbal drink 


will help you keep hydrated, which 
makes your body more able to fight 
infection. 

HIBERNATE 

OK, we don’t actually mean go to bed 
until spring, as tempting as that 
sounds. But this year, research at the 
University of California, San 
Francisco, found that a good night’s 
sleep helps us fight off infections. 
Those who slept for less than six 
hours a night were four times more 
likely to get ill than those who 
regularly got more than seven hours’ 
shut-eye. So turn in a little earlier 
each night to give your immune 
system a fighting chance. 

MAKE TIME FOR SEX 

Couples who have sex once or twice a 

week have 30 per cent greater levels

of the antibody immunoglobulin A, 
which helps combat colds, than 
those who get intimate less often, 
according to researchers at Wilkes- 
Barre University in Pennsylvania. 

But interestingly, those who had sex 
three times or more, had lower levels 
of the cold-fighting antibody than 
those who abstained completely. So 
maybe there can be too much of a 
good thing... 

RUN A BATH 

According to scientists in the US, flu 
viruses love cold, dry air. These 
conditions dry up people’s mucus, 
making it harder for the body to repel 
particles of the influenza virus. With 
this in mind, a hot steamy bath 
might not just be soothing and 
warming on a cold winter’s evening 


- it could help keep those vital mucus 
functions in top bug-beating 
condition too. 

SWAP SEATS 

It might seem rude, but as airborne 
germs can fly up to 3.5 metres when 
someone coughs or sneezes (accord¬ 
ing to the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology), the easiest way to avoid 
them is by moving away from the 
person on the bus/train/desk with a 
cold. 

ADOPT A DOG 

Stroking a dog for 18 minutes can 
boost immunoglobulin A antibodies 
that fight infection, according to a 
study in the US. So what are you 
waiting for? But remember: a dog’s 
for a life, not just to help you fight off 
a nasty cold.

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The harsh beauty of Patagonia 


TRAVEL REVIEW: Patagonia 

by Sarah Marshall 


T owering two and a half 
metres above me, the giant 
sloth emerging from the 
shadows of a cave below the 
Cerro Benitez would be ter¬ 
rifying if it wasn’t carved from stone. 

Had I been standing here 14,000 
years ago, the mylodon might have 
been a real threat, but now, this 
life-size statue is simply a reminder of 
the enormous creatures that once 
roamed Patagonia’s fittingly 
large-scale landscapes. 

Vast grass plains, inhospitable ice 
fields and magnificent mountain 
ranges characterize this region, 
which straddles Chile and Argentina, 
and slopes towards the end of the 
earth. 

It’s also home to one of South 
America’s most popular tourist 
attractions, the Torres del Paine 
National Park, where thousands of 
people come each year, from October 
to March, to complete the five-day W 
trek. 

But with no limit on visitor 
numbers, the popular trail is at risk 
of becoming overcrowded - quite 
ironic when you consider how much 
space Patagonia has to offer. 

Determined to get even further off 
the beaten track, I’m here to explore 
the area’s forgotten trails, hidden 
caves and rarely used glacial 
waterways, hoping to experience the 
real pull of Patagonia: quiet isolation 
and the opportunity for adventure. 

Standing outside the park at 
sunrise, in the grounds of the 
Estancia Cerro Guido, I watch the 
pink-tipped granite towers of the 
Paine massif emerge fleetingly from 
the clouds. 

Early travel writer and explorer 
Florence Dixie probably visited this 
very spot 137 years ago, leading her

to compare the cordillera to Cleo¬ 
patra’s Needle - the Egyptian obelisk 
erected at London’s Victoria Em¬ 
bankment in the 19th century - in 
her book, Across Patagonia. 

A metal sign clatters urgently as 
wind rages across the endless, empty 
plains, where I imagine several 
hundred mylodons could comfort¬ 
ably have roamed. Now only skunks, 
foxes and rheas skulk through the 
rippling fronds of lilac and russet 
grass. 


A splintered wagon wheel, bent 
like plasticine by age and wind, is a 
reminder that this estancia - which 
offers 10 guest rooms - is still a 
working sheep farm. 

I wander through a warehouse, 
built by early pioneers in 1927, where 
an antique industrial press made by 
John Shaw & Sons, Salford, was still in 
use up until three years ago. 

I barely exchange a word with my 
horse-riding guide as we tackle the 
rugged trail up to Sierra Baguales, 


where the blocky mountain ridge 
resembles a lower set of molars. 

Any small talk would nevertheless 
be lost in the wind. 

It’s a very different story when I 
enter the park, and pitch my tent at 
the busy Torres campsite, where the 
majority of people are planning to set 
off on the W trek. 

As a train of backpackers with 
walking poles snakes towards the 
towers, now barely visible in the 
clouds, my guide, Nico, and I take a

different path, through calafate 
bushes and lenga forest, to the top of 
neighbouring Cerro Paine Chico. We 
don’t encounter a single person 
along the way. 

I stop at the Salto Grande water¬ 
fall, and am reminded of Tennyson’s 
The Charge Of The Light Brigade as a 
cavalry of watery, white horses 
crashes over the rocks. 

Wearing a heavy dry suit, I set off 
in a sea kayak along the Serrano 
River towards the neighbouring 
Bernardo O’Higgins Park. 

We paddle past sand dunes 
sculpted by the wind, and I enjoy a 
moment of calm looking back at the 
Paine massif behind me. 

Exhausted and bedraggled, I make 
it to our wild camping spot for the 
night, and stumble up a hill for a 
view of the Tyndall Glacier. Will tells 
me the nearest person is 40km away, 
a hermit gaucho who lives in the 
park. 

Looking at the same snow-covered, 
jagged ridgeline, all I can see is 
difficulty, discomfort and potential 
danger. 

But I do also recognise its beauty. 

That’s one view every visitor to 
Patagonia - no matter where they 
might be standing - can share.

D ID you know that some 
flowers change colour 
when the flower has been 
pollinated, letting insects 
know there are no re¬ 
wards on offer? 

Others control exactly when polli¬ 
nators enter or leave by opening and 
closing their petals at specific times, 
or emit a particular scent, or guide 
insects to the pollen through specific 
markings on their petals. 

These and other fascinating facts 
are charted and beautifully photo¬ 
graphed in Pollination Power by 
award-winning wildlife photogra¬ 
pher Heather Angel, who has given 
workshops and lectures worldwide 
and worked closely with Kew. 

For this, her 60th book, she visited 
20 countries, trekking on foot, riding 
on horseback up mountains in Kaza¬ 
khstan and using vehicles as mobile 
hides to capture the finer details of 
how insects and mammals are able to 
draw nectar from a variety of plants. 

“New types of pollinators are being 
discovered - both by day and at night. 
As well as bats, the list of non-flying 
mammals continues to grow from 
small rodents in South Africa to mar¬ 
supials in Australia,” she observes. 

“Lizards and geckos are known to 
pollinate some native flowers on At¬ 
lantic and Indian Ocean islands.” 

Birds are also unwitting pollina¬ 
tors, reaching for nectar in flowers 
while the pollen-rich anthers brush 
their chest. 

Annual and perennial plants can 
prolong the period they remain at¬ 
tractive to pollinators by staggering 


the opening of their flowers. Magno¬ 
lia grandiflora flowers, for instance, 
control when their visitors enter and 
leave by the time the petals open and 
close. Beetles enter when the stigmas 
(the central tip which receives pollen 
for fertilisation) are receptive, be¬ 
come trapped overnight and leave af¬ 
ter the stamens release pollen. 

Plants also have control of their 
pollen distribution, through attrac¬ 


tion, scent and guiding lines. 

Bees are attracted to hues of violet, 
blue, yellow and white, but cannot 
see the colour red. 

“You see a range of flowers and 
some are much more attractive to in¬ 
sects than others. Initially it’s colour 
and shape which lure them in. Once 
they’ve found a good source they will 
come back to it. 

“It was thought that red flowers 


only attract birds. Hummingbirds 
pollinate the red flowers of Chilean 
lantern trees, but I noticed that big 
native bumble bees were also feeding 
on them. Why? Because it was found 
that particular flowers reflect some 
blue wavelengths, which enables 
bees to see the red flowers.” 

Quite a lot of flowers change colour 
after they’ve been pollinated, she ex¬ 
plains. In others, flowers are shaped 


to protect the pollen in adverse 
weather and to guide insects in. 

“If you have something like a fox¬ 
glove, which has a large upper lip 
that hangs over the lower one, it helps 
to protect the pollen from rain. On the 
lower lip, there are dark spots which 
act like a landing strip providing a 
visual guide to lead bees to the nectar.”

Councillor Wells claims that he 
did not know who the investors 
were and had seen only redacted 
letters. I have been advised that he 
was told that unredacted copies of 
the letters could be viewed by 
TDC’s lawyers at Riveroak’s 
lawyer’s offices, provided that the 
actual identities of the investors 
were not disclosed to TDC. I also 
believe that Chris Wells has met 
with more than one of the potential 
investors, so his claim not to know 
who they are is rather surprising. 
One investor I understand, went on 
to meet Sir Roger Gale at Westmin¬ 
ster after meeting Cllr Wells - 
hardly the actions of a disinter¬ 
ested party, 

Riveroak have continually 
requested an opportunity to 
address the full council to enable 
the Councillors to satisfy them¬ 
selves regarding RO’s credentials. 
They have been refused permission 
to do this. Some Councillors did 
have a meeting with RO partly via 
telephone I believe and the 
recording of this is in the public 
domain. Listening to it, RO come 
across as truthful, clear and open 
in their responses to some search¬ 
ing questions by the councillors. 

The supporters of the airport 
cannot help but feel another 
agenda is at play, which involves 
houses on Manston, which would 
bring a huge income into the 
council in government grants and 
council tax. But we strongly feel 
that these proposed changes would 
not provide meaningful jobs and 
would simply change the character 
of Thanet altogether. 

We hope and pray that sense is 
seen and maybe a coalition 
supporting Manston can push 
things forward.

Even at this time, grammar 
schools were deeply unpopular, 
not only from within the 80 per 
cent of the secondary school aged 
population who were denied 
access to educational aspiration 
but also the Tory party of the 
time. It is not only ‘the liberal left’

However, the rush to meet the 
perceived need for housing and 
other development in Kent should 
not mean damaging the very 
environment that attracts people 
to live here.

Whilst it is true that local 
councils, including my own 
Tonbridge & Mailing Borough 
Council, are required to carry out 
this exercise and that because a 
site is identified does not necessar¬ 
ily mean it will be allocated for 
development, the very fact of a site 
appearing on the list will increase 
the pressure on many valuable 


green spaces. 

I urge people to go online and 
look at the sites identified in their 
local area. Many of these are 
clearly unsuitable for development 
and I cannot see what purpose this 
exercise serves other than to raise 
doubts and concerns. 

Here in West Mailing the Call for 
Sites map shows the village ringed 
by identified sites that most people 
will have assumed are protected 
from development, such as the 
much-loved Banky Meadow, land 
at Eden Farm, fields behind Douces 
Manor and a huge swathe of land 
to the north of Kings Hill. 

It is clear that owners and 
developers have put forward sites 
which effectively fill in space 
between the ‘village envelope’ and 
roads or neighbouring communi¬ 
ties. Elsewhere in the borough 
there are sites on the flood plain 
near Hildenborough and on 
farmland around Tonbridge. 

All these sites will be subject to a 
“technical assessment” of their 
suitability and viability but sadly 
the history of planning shows that, 
once a site is identified as having 
“potential,” then protections and 
objections can be overruled. 

The public will be invited to com¬ 
ment formally as part of consulta¬ 
tions on new Local Plans but I 
would urge everyone who values 
their local environment to take a 
keen interest now and make their 
views known.

Shame on Maidstone council for 
taking such a decision without 
consultation, hopefully, this will be 
remembered as a very poor decision 
on local services due to national 
cost cutting and will be reflected 
come local elections regarding the 
downgrading of local facilities.

PREVIEW: All-new model sees Nissan’s premium arm take on the dominant 
Germans in an attempt to crack the premium/executive hatchback sector 


G REAT name Infiniti, but Nissan’s 
posh badge has not pushed the 
horizon so far, let alone disappeared 
beyond. 

Part of the problem is that its cars 
have been more geared to North America than 
Britain and Europe, the backyard for posh 
German marques like Audi, BMW and Mercedes- 
Benz. 

That should change in January though when 
Infiniti launches the all-new 030 executive 
hatchback, with the added sales boost from being 
UK-built at Nissan’s hugely successful Sunder¬ 
land plant. 

It is good looking too, with the sleek yet 
powerful stance we have come to expect from 
Infiniti, but styling is not the issue for the brand, 
and neither is quality and value. 

Infiniti’s problem is delivering the driving 
dynamics that bestow a credibility, from which 
prestige and sheer snob value is derived - BMW’s 
rise to UK dominance being the perfect example. 

To be fair, the 030 won’t have much trouble 
seeing off BMW’s 1 Series hatch as far as looks 
are concerned, but the rear-wheel drive Beemer 
is the stand out driver’s car in the premium hatch 
sector. 

The 030, said to be based on the underpin¬ 
nings of the rival Mercedes-Benz A-Class, is 
front-driven, as is the Audi A3 and VW Golf - the 


latter also strays into the premium hatch 
buyers’ thinking. 

Of course, front-wheel drive doesn’t mean it 
will be a dog - it offers great agility and 
entertainment in cars of this size - but the 030 
must deliver; if it does, it will bring much-need¬ 
ed brand credibility and recruit valuable 


customers to bigger models in the line-up. 

But while there is prestige at stake, the 
all-important company car sector will play its 
part: the 030 will be offered with 1.6 and 2.0-li¬ 
tre petrol engines, but the key focus will be the 
tax efficiency and economy of its 1.5 and 
2.2-litre diesels. 
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X-Perience - SEAT'S 'crossover estate' 


Spanish marque has created a 4x4 country lifestyle estate that is both elegant 
and practical - who needs a ‘funky chunky’ SUV? writes Steve Loader... 



C HUNKY crossovers are 
the ‘in’ thing so it’s 
probably no surprise that 
some carmakers fancy 
their chances with a 
macho-looking estate. 

It ticks several of the boxes that 
make crossovers appeal - slightly 
higher ride height, lots of load space 
and robust styling - while tending to 
sit better on bends without a typical 
crossover’s wallow-inducing height. 

SEAT’s butch estate offering is 
particularly pleasing, because it is 
based on the elegant Leon ST, and 
labelled as the X-Perience (from 
£24,920) but its urbane ST Dr Jekyll 
appearance is transformed into a 
rumbustious Mr Hyde by a cocktail 
of robust add-ons, including a 
premium aluminium trimmed back 
end with twin exhausts. 

This is not just for show though: 
VW’s Spanish arm has boosted the 
ride height by about 3cm over the 
standard ST and installed a latest 
generation VW Haldex AWD 
(all-wheel drive) system. 

Normally driving the front wheels 
for best economy, it automatically 
directs power to the rear if loss of 
traction is detected. 

Throw in Hill Hold Control, the 


aforementioned protection, a pliable 
suspension more suited to gentle 
off-road yomping, and you have a 
rather genteel and stylish rural 
runabout - though city types may be 
drawn to its ‘country lifestyle’ image. 

But while it can get itself out of 
sticky situations that would trouble 
most normal cars, the X-Perience is 


no mug on the road either. Sure, the 
softer suspension destroys some of 
the standard Leon’s tautness, but it is 
a fun drive with tenacious grip, 
thanks to the AWD. 

It also walks the talk as a lifestyle 
estate, with a sizeable 587-litre boot, 
quickly converted into 1,470 litres by 
pulling a lever to fold the rear seats 



- ideal for the huntin’, shootin’ and 
fishin’ brigade. And there’s a 
protective chrome load sill -useful if 
you regularly carry a canine 
passenger. 

If you want even more space then 
sister brand Skoda offers the slightly 
larger Octavia Scout, but SEAT’s 
arguably sportier image and the

classy lines of the X-Perience should 
be enough to clinch the deal. 

Power comes from a smooth 
2.0-litre diesel, available in 148bhp 
guise with six-speed manual ‘box, or 
182bhp with six-speed twin-clutch 
DSG auto/manual. Unless you have 
to have the DSG’s non-nonsense auto 
function - and it’s tempting - the 
cheaper 148bhp delivers what you 
need: low down power, economical 
cruising - 58.9mpg (official com¬ 
bined) - and a sporty gearshift. 

The cabin is well-organised, 
up-spec and less flaky looking than 
the previous Leon, if a little sanitized. 

X-Perience prices are not cheap,

E VER scanned a used car 
ad and wondered what 
on earth the seller 
means by DSH, MDSH or 
FMDSH. 

They are all shorthand for 
variations on the theme ‘dealer 
service history’ with FMDSH being 
the ‘gold standard’ - full main 
dealer service history. 

Does it matter? Well, many new 
car owners think it does, to protect 
future part exchange or second¬ 
hand values of their cherished 
motor, since used car buyers will 
happily pay a premium for a 
complete and unblemished main 
dealer service history. 

Cynics might argue: “Ah, but 
you wiped out any perceived 
premium by paying more for your 
main dealer servicing while you 
owned the car.” 

It’s a point, but main dealers 
specialise in servicing their own 
models, while ‘all makes’ service 
sites must spread their expertise 
more thinly. 

And franchised dealers, having 
seen sales profits squeezed ever 
more tightly, have chosen to 
market servicing more aggres¬ 
sively. 

They’ve become more cost-effec¬ 
tive and introduced competitive 
pricing on items like tyres - nor¬ 
mally the preserve of the quick-fit

centres. Happy service customers 
keep coming back too, bringing 
immediate revenue and the 
possibility that they might buy 
another new car soon. 

Third party sources also support 
the wisdom of keeping your new 
car in the franchise family.

Service plans can also be quite 
flexible - some are even free. 

Initially, they were launched to cover 
the car’s warranty period - transfer¬ 
able in the event of the car’s sale - or 
on an annual basis, but many brands 
have followed up with one-off deals 
or monthly instalment options, 
recognising that many drivers like to 
break down their motoring budget 
into more manageable chunks of 
money. 

Best advice is to ask your main 
dealer about the menu of fees and 
schemes available and get advice on 
the pros and cons of each one. The 
blurb for such schemes uses the word 
‘policy’ a lot, for that is virtually 
what they are: insurance policies for 
servicing and the vehicle warranty 
- a cost-effective, but necessary part 
of the month-by-month/annual cost 
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Y OU really don’t want a 
shock when you are 
handed the bill after the 
next service on the car, 
especially in these tough 
economic times. 

So it’s hardly surprising that many 
people are turning to dealers offering 
fixed price service menus and plans, 
to control and smooth out the 
motoring budget. 

The idea took off first with 
premium brands whose service costs 
were perceived as pricey, and 
capitalised on an owner’s natural 
reluctance to jeopardise the car’s 
future value by servicing outside the 
dealer network. 

More mainstream brands have 
adopted the same tactic though, to 
counter ambitious independent and 
quick-fit operators, only too happy to 
siphon off the steady 
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Main Dealer Servicing

Care for your 


ODERN cars may be more reliable than ever 
before, but there’s less that the DIY mechanic 
can do. 

So, keeping the car reliable and safe is now 
best left to professionals and, of course, it 

costs. 

Unfortunately, this also means that owners often ignore 
problems for too long and servicing is stretched beyond 
recommended parameters, risking the car’s warranty and 
provenance when you come to sell. So: 

• Get it serviced at the correct mileages or annually and 
have the servicing book stamped up, although motor 
brands are switching to centralised digital records. 

• Check the warranty - beware possible pitfalls that could 
endanger the guarantee. 

• Act on recalls from the manufacturer for checks or 
replacements - it will help maintain the car’s warranty 
and future saleability. 

• Don’t rely on the MOT certificate to assure the car’s 
safety and reliability. Problems can arise at any time, so 
have them checked immediately. 

• Check lights and tyres regularly for safety and legality. 
The latter must be at the correct pressures listed in the 
handbook or a sticker often placed on the driver’s door 
frame. Legal tread depth is 1.6mm, but most motoring 
authorities advise replacement at 2mm, especially in 
winter. 

• Keep oil, washer, coolant, power steering, clutch and 
brake fluid levels topped up without over-filling, and make 
those checks on level ground. Don’t wait for warning lights 
- it could be too late to prevent damage, or may compro¬ 
mise safety. Don’t be caught out. 

• There is little point in keeping the washer topped up if 
wiper blades are worn or split. And if the windscreen is 
covered with bugs and grease, don’t expect the washer and 
wipers to do the job for you - use a spray and elbow grease.

Most car manufacturers recommend 
that air conditioning be re-gassed or 
charged every two years, and some 
motorists ask for the system to be 
checked at every annual service. 

Air con loses around 10 per cent of its 
gas every year and it is standard industry 
advice to run the system for a few 
minutes regularly outside of the warm 
months, just to keep everything in order 
or highlight the need for servicing before 
it is to be used in earnest.
